Maſſachuſetts-Bay, to enable him to carry on the Affairs of this Go- 


vernment. 
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CHAP. II.

Preamble. HEREAS, in and by an Ad made and paſſed in the preſent 
Year of his Majeſty's Reign, intitled, An Af for preventing 
* Fraad in Debtors, and for ſecuring the Effects of Inſolvent 
« Debtors for the Benefit of their Creditors,” it is provided among other 
Things as follows, viz. ** That if any abſconding or concealed Debtor, or 
« Debtors, ſhall at any Time after the Appointment of Truſtees, and the 
« Meetings of the Creditors as aforeſaid, offer to ſurrender themſelves and 
& diſcloſe and alſo deliver up their whole Eftate, if any ſhall remain in 
« their Hands; and the major Part of the Creditors in Number and Value, 
& ſhall, in order to the Diſchatge of ſuch Debtor or Debtors, preſent a 
« Petition to any two of the Juſtices of the Superior Court of Judicature, 
& Court of Afſize, and General Goal Delivery, it ſball and may be lawful 
% for ſuch two Juſtices, if no juſt Objefion be offered, to diſcharge ſuch 
« Debtor or Debtors accordingly.” And whereas abſconding or concealed 
Debtors having ſurrendered their whole Eſtates, are rendered incapable du- 
ring their Gonfinement, of ſupporting themſelves and Families,

Arreſt ; it ſhall and may be lawful for any one of the Juſtices of the Su- 

perior Court of Judicature, Court of Aſſize and General Goal Delivery, 

to certify under his Hand, that the major Part in Number and Value of 

the Creditors of ſuch Debtor have ſignified their Conſent that he or ſhe be 

free from Arreſt ; and from and after the Date of ſuch Certificate, fuch 

Debtor for all Debts contracted before the iſſuing the Warrant to attach 

and ſeize his or her Eſtate, ſhall be free from Arreſt for and during the 

Term of Eighteen Months from the firſt Appointment of Truſtees, and 

alſo for and during the further Term of Two Months after the Expiration 

of the faid Eighteen Months, that ſo the mayor Part of the Creditors whoſe 

Claims ſhall have been allowed may have Opportunity, if they ſee Cauſe, 

of preſenting a Petition for the final Diſcharge of ſuch Debtor, purſuant 

to the Proviſion made in the aforeſaid Act.

And whereas the ſaid T own of Ipſwich, did alſo in their laudable 
Concern for promst ing Learning, about the ſame Time, and for the ſame 
Uſes, give and grant to certain Perſons in their Grants mentioned, and 
to fuct others as the faid Town ſhould appoint, a large Farm, then 
called a Neck of Land, ſcituate in Chebacco, in the ſaid Ipſwich, 
with ſome other Lands, the Rents of which to be applied to the Uſe 
of Learning in ſaid T own as aforeſaid ; but (as is apprehended) n» 
Power was given by the ſaid T own to their Truſtees to appoint Succeſſors 
in that Truſt, for receiving and applying the Kents, or of ordering and 
directing the Affairs of the School in ſaid T own, as in the firſt menti- 
oned Caſe is provided: From which difference in the originalConſtitution 
of thoſe Grants, which were all deſigned for one and the ſame Uſe, 
Diſputes have heretsfore ariſen between the ſaid Tun and the ſaid 
Feaffees ; and alſo ſome Doubts have ariſen whether by theConſtitution 
of thoſe Grants as aforeſaid,it is in the Power, either of the ſaidT own 
or Feoffees to compel the Payment of the Rents of ſaid Farm, and other 
Lands granted by ſaid T con, as before mentioned. 


And whereas, for the Removal of the aforeſaid Difficulties, on the 
joint Application of both ſaid T own and the then Feoffees, this Court 
did in the twenty-ninth Tear of his late Majeſty King GEORGE the 
Second, by one Ad then paſſed, intitled, An AQ for regulating the 
Grammar-School in Iich, and for incorporating certain Perſons to 
manage and direct the ſame, empower the then ſurviving Feoffees, with 
three Succeſſors, together with Part of the Selectmen of ſaid Town, for 
the Time being, as an incorporate Body, to manage and direct the Affairs 
of ſaid School for ten Years then next coming, in Manner as in ſaid 
Af is expreſſed, which ten Tears will expire on the firſt Day of March 
next,
